At an Awful Judgment

generation seeketh after a sign; and there shall no sign be given to 
it, but the sign of the prophet Jonas: For as Jonas was three days 
and three nights in the whale’s belly; so shall the Son of man be three 
days and three nights in the hgart of the earth, The men of Nineveh 
shall rise in judgment with this generation, and shall comdemn it:

The queen of the south shall rise up in the judg- 
ment with this gemeration, and shall condemn it: for she came from 
the uttermost parts of the earth to hear the wisdom of Solomon; 
and, behold, a greater than Solomon is here.”—Matt, 12:39-42. 


There are two people mentioned 


here from the Old Testament, One 
is Jonas (in the Old Testament 
he is the prophet Jonah), and the 
other is “the queen of the south,” 
the Queen of Sheba who came to 
meet Solomon and hear of his 
wisdom and see of his wealth and 
the~ wonderful blessings of God 
upon him. 

Now Jesus said, “Do you want 
a sign as to whether I am the 
Saviour, God’s own Son, the prom- 
ised prophet from the Old Testa- 
ment, the servant of Isaiah 53, 
the one pictured there in all the 
sacrifices, the Lamb of God? I 
will not give a lot of evidence to 
those who do not want to know, 
but the one evidence I will give as 


proof of my deity is the resurrec- 
tion from the dead.” 

It is interesting. that here the 
Lord Jesus says that His resur- 
rection is the proof of His deity. 


In Romans 1:4, the Scripture 
says that Jesus was “declared to 
be the Son of God with power... 
by the resurrection from _ the 
dead.” ‘ 

Some may say, “I believe in a 
resurrection of the spirit.” But 
the spirit wasn’t buried, That is 
a subterfuge. You have been taken 
in. You are gullible. Somebody has 
been teaching you something that 
is not true. No, Joseph’s tomb is 
fempty. The body of Jesus came 


out of the grave. Jesus rose liter- 


ally, bodily from the grave and 
the deity of Christ depends on His 
resurrection. That is the one evi- 
dence and sign He taught that His 
deity would hinge upon. 

Remember also that Jesus 
authenticated the book of Jonah. 

Another may say, “I don’t be- 
lieve the Old Testament.” Then 
you don’t believe the New Testa- 
ment, and you do not believe Jesus 
Christ. One thing clear about the 
preaching of the Lord Jesus is 
that all the way through He re- 
ferred continually to the Old 
Testament as the very Word of 
God. He said, “One jot or one 
tittle shall in no wise pass from 
the law, till all be fulfilled” (Matt. 
5:18). To those who doubted what 
the Scripture said He said, “O 
fools, and slow of heart to be- 
lieve all that the prophets have 
spoken” (Luke 24:25). And so 
the Lord Jesus believed the Old 
Testament. He quoted continually 
from Moses and others. 

Here the Lord Jesus speaks of 
the prophet Jonah: As Jonas was 
three Gays and three nights in the 
whale’s belly so the Lord Jesus 
would be three days and three 
nights in the grave and would 
come out. The Lord Jesus physi- 
cally rose from the dead and that 
proved His deity. 

The Christian religion is a mir-

By the uncounted millions peo- 
ple-in America do not know how 
to be saved.

Modernist Methodist Bishop G. 
Bromley Oxnam made the head- 
lines again the other day by sug- 
gesting that the church get ready 
to send missionaries to Mars, 
Venus, Jupiter and other planets 
in our vast universe. Bringing the 
concluding address at a week-long 
conference commemorating Meth- 
odism’s 175th anniversary. in the 
United States, the controversial 
clepgyman said, “Surely God the 
Father Almighty did not devote 
all of His creative power to an 
unpopulated universe and did not 
place the climax of creation, which 
we believe is the human being,: 
solely upon the earth. 

“Before another 175 years have 
passed we will have conquered 
space and come to know the 
thinking, the culture, the dreams, 
the problems, the limitations of 
the people who populate the great 
planets of the universe.” 


The bishop then asked his 
preacher brethren, “Is Methodism 
ready for the intellectual stretch- 
ing necessary to re-examine its 
missionary program and to ask,

and preach the Gospel to every 
creature’? .... 


“What are these creatures like? 
Did the Eternal reveal Himself to 
them? If so, how? Could He have 
sent His Son to each one of the 
planets? Were there other meth- 
ods of revelation? 


“How is the Eternal known in 
Mars; in Venus, in Jupiter? Was 
the whole terrible enactment that 
we call ‘Calvary’ requisite for oth- 
er human beings to learn the 
meaning of ‘love so amazing, so 
divine,’ that it does demand ‘soul, 
life and all’?” 

Stating that nature’s limitations 
will no longer prevent man from 
“reaching the promised land,” Ox- 
nam said, “The fundamental ques- 
tion is the limitations upon our 
own selfishness. It is here that 
the message of the Gospel may 
well become the message of the 
universe.” 

One wonders if perhaps the 
bishop feels he has exhausted pos- 
sibilities for calling God “a dirty 
bully” here on earth and now 
longs for new fields to conquer 
with his arrogant blasphemy. 
What a pity that a man of Ox- 
nam’s education and capabilities 
does not honestly and factually 
present the truth of revelation in- 
stead of wasting his time and that 
of others with. foolish speculation!

Smoking Sissies! 

Here is an important word for 
all young men who think that the 
first sign of manliness is evidenced 
while lighting up their first 
cigarette: the truth of the matter 
is that you are mimicking the sis- 
sies; the real he-men don’t smoke! 
Don’t be duped by the Marlboro 
ads! 

A Harvard University scientist, 
Dr. Carl C. Seltzer, reporting his 
conclusions from studies of 252 
Harvard men extending over a 
period of several years, declared 
that he-men smoke less than non 
he-men. The he-rrien and non he- 
men classifications of the doctor 
were based upon “masculine com- 
ponent” as indicated by anatomic- 
al traits and body build. He told 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science that “the 
heavier smokers show the greatest 
proportion of individuals with 
weak or very weak masculine 
components,” while the more 
masculine tend to smoke much 
less. 

Dr. Seltzer concluded that this 


fact “suggests that for a speci- 
fied type of individual smoking 
may be a reflection of certain 


personality and behaviorial traits 
which are characteristic of his 
biological makeup.” He found 
further that along with heavier 
smoking, the “less masculine per- 
sons tend to have an aversion for 
strenuous exercise and sports, are 
apt to be low in physical fitness 
for hard muscular work, and are 
often poor in muscular coordina- 
tion . They are more fre- 
quently shy and anti-social and 
more frequently have traits of 
self-consciousness and _ inhibition

Chicago, a report was heard con- 
cerning the recent Wheaton ecu- 
menical crusade, by Dr. Harold P. 
Warren of the First’ Baptist 
Church. This report indicated deep 
grief and disgust over the chan- 
neling of converts to liberal 
churches. This was followed by Dr. 
Elmer Palmer’s appeal to “trust 
the Holy Spirit.” A strong signifi- 


cant testimony supporting Dr. 
Warren’s. report was also given 
by Pastor Charles Harnden of 


Glen Ellyn First Baptist Church 
(Dr. Brushwyler’s home church, 
who also was present)#The fol- 
lowing motion was then made by 
Pastor Richard Weeks, seconded 
by Pastor Vernon Lyons: “Re- 
solved, that we, as a group of 
Conservative Baptist Pastors, do 
not look with favor upon the 
policy of referring new converts 
to liberal churches. If this is to be 
the policy of your committee for 
the anticipated Chicago Crusade, 
we will not participate in the 
Crusade.” This was passed with- 
out any vote in the negative. The 
resolution was to be sent to the 
evangelist. 


We commend these brethren on 
this action, which is not only a 
Scriptural position, but a _ logical 
one as well. Inasmuch as the en- 
tire Conservative Baptist move- 
ment owes its existence to a

looking into the future. I saw a 
great white throne.” 

Now, the shallow, fickle attitude 
of this day toward God doesn’t 
fit in very well with the picture 
that John gives here of God and 
of the Lord Jesus Christ upon the 
throne of the great white throne 
judgment. God’s name is profaned 
today. This is a time when people 
despise the Word of God. They 
cast it aside. They do not want 
it around. They do not want any 
mention of God or prayer in many 
cases. I say that we have turned 
away, but now here is a picture— 
here we have the awesomeness of 
the Almighty God—“I saw a great 
white throne!” 


Look at the Word again: Here 
is a picture of the word “great,’ 
great because all the lost of the 
earth will stand before it, a great 
white throne. Here is a white 
throne, standing for the beauty 
and the purity of Almighty God. 
Here is a throne which speaks of 
God’s right to rule and to reign. 
“The great white throne”’—and 
now they are brought to stand be- 
fore this great white throne. John 
said, “I saw a great white throne.” 


Look now at verse 12: “And I 
Saw the dead...” I said, this is 
a solemn view. He said, “I saw the 
dead, small and great, stand be- 
fore God.” The dead—who are the 
dead? They are lost dead. The 
Saved have already been resurrect- 
ed in the first resurrection. This 
is the second resurrection. This 
is the resurrection of the lost 
ones as they come to stand before 
God and before Jesus Christ. John 
said, “I saw the lost dead.’ The 
graves of the wicked of all the 
ages will be opened. Death and 
hades will give up the dead. Soul 
and body will be reunited for this 
judgment—soul and body reunited 
for the awful judgment of the 
great white throne. 

Big sinners, little sinners, re- 
fined sinners, .vulgar sinners, old 
sinners, young sinners, learned 
sinners, unlearned — sinners—all 
must stand before God without 
a single exception. The resurrec- 
tion of the damned and the doom- 
ed—they stand before Him! I re- 
peat, there are two resurrections— 
the first resurrection of the saved, 
and the second resurrection. of 
the lost, the unsaved. “I saw the 
dead, small and great’—the dead, 
notice now, “the dead, small and 
great, stand before God; and the 
books were opened.” 

We have considered, first, the 
solemn view. And what a picture 
it is! I could not describe it any 
more than the Word of God gives 
to us in verses 11 and 12. 

Now, let us come to the second 
point. :

Look again at verse 12: “And 
I saw the dead, small and great, 
stand before God; and the books 
were opened; and another book 
Was opened, which is the book 
of life: and the dead were judged 
out of those things which were 
written jin the books, “according 
to their works.” 

“And the books were opened 
»-.-« Do you say that we cannot 
know? That is what one Bible 
teacher said. He said that this 
is symbolic, that it doesn’t have 
any special meaning, but I believe 
it does. I would not contradict 
any great Bible scholar, but I 
would say that it does have mean- 
ing. “And the books were opened.” 
I think this is the Word of God. 
I believe the “books” are, the Word 
of God, and men will be judged 
out of the Book: Man stands there 
as a lost sinner. He’s lost because 
he has rejected Jesus Christ and 
refused salvation. He has turned 
from every. single overture of the 
love and grace of God. And now 
he stands before God, and the 
books were opened. 

I believe these bookss are the 
Word of God, and man is judged 
out of the books, and because 


of his sin and unrighteousness and f 


his refusal to take Jesus Christ as 
Saviour, he is judged and cast 
into the awful place called Hell 
for ever and ever. “And the books 
were opened.” Notice again, “And 
another book was opened, which 
is the book of life.” I wonder why 
this book was there. Only lost 
sinners are there. This book is 
there so that no one could rise 
up and say, “Lord, I think I be- 


long in the company of the saved.”’, 


Ihe book of life is there! No one 
is found in it! This is the judg- 
ment of the lost, the doomed, and 
the damned. They are there, and 
the book of life is there just as 
a record that their names are not 
found there. They are not re- 
corded in the book of life. They 
are sinners and they are judged— 
how? “According to their works.” 


No one is saved by works. Sal- 
vation is not by works, but every 
judgment is by works. The judg- 
ment of the saved at the judg- 
ment seat of Christ will be by 
works. We are saved by grace 


through our faith in Jesus Christ | 


and the judgment will’ be accord- 
ing to works. “The dead were 
judged according. to 
works” (vs. 12), and in verse 13 
we read again, 
judged every man according to 
their works.” These people who

The friendly 
roadside was highlighted with picturesque 
clumps of white birch trees. As we ap- 
proached the white-steepled, colonial 
church, several teen-agers crossed the street, 
joining others on their way to Sunday 
School. 

In Houston, prosperous looking business- 
men kept driving up in their long, sleek cars 
to the magnificent new church. With Bibles 
and quarterlies in hand, these godly men 
and their families quietly but quickly went 
to their respective Sunday School classes. 

In San Francisco’s Chinatown, a Chinese 
couple walked swiftly along, on their way 
to a nearby church, with a backdrop of bril- 
liant red oriental shops. Trailing them were 
their two freshly scrubbed little children 
happily singing, “Jesus loves me, this I 
know, for the Bible tells me so..*’ 

New Hampshire, Texas and California. In 
all three areas, I saw these happy people had 
one thing in common—they were all on 
their way to Sunday School! But what do 
they learn? Will it change their lives? 

Intelligent, well-meaning parents often 
ask, “What do you think about indoctrinat- 
ing children in religious matters? Don’t you 
think it’s best to let them grow up and make 
their own choices? Do you think it’s harm- 
ful to frighten boys and girls with those 
Bible stories about hell? Won't teaching 
young people that they’re sinners give them 
a guilt complex?” 

These and many other questions are being 
honestly asked by today’s modern parents. 
To seasoned Christians such inquiries may 
seem almost foolish. But to millions of non- 
Christians, they are important questions 
that deserve sincere, honest answers. 

To ask a psychologist his beliefs about 
Sunday School is like asking any other man 
what he thinks about something with which 
he has had first-hand experience and from 
which he has received untold benefit. His 
testimony is, “I think it is wonderful —it did 
so much for me?’ 

This is precisely how I feel. The Sunday 
School is indeed near to my heart. My par- 
ents were pioneers, having traveled across 
the country, then settling down on a large 
western ranch when Arizona was still a 
territory. The youngest in a large family, I 
was raised on Indian stories, tales of the 
town of Tombstone and exciting accounts of 
cattle rustling. “Did they really have camels 
here?” I would ask. “Yes,” my mother re- 
plied, “they brought them in from Egypt, 
and used them to cross the deserts:’

Jesus! 

Our little church had only a handful of 
people, but its consecrated, faithful pastor 
always maintained a strong active Sunday 
School. And it was there that I learned about 
God. Through the years a succession of 
intelligent, Gospel preachers ministered to 
our spiritual needs. They undoubtedly 
brought wonderful messages, yet for some 
reason, I cannot remember what they said. 

But Sunday School was different. By the 
time I-was five years of age I knew that I 
was a sinner and that Christ could save. With 
each lesson and every Scripture tucked 
away in my heart, I moved closer to the day 
when I would surrender my life to Him. One 
day. it came! It happened at home on the 
ranch. 

The next Sunday I made public profes- 
sion of my faith in Christ. Our wonderful 
pastor put his arm around me, and in the 
presence of the congregation asked me if I 
wanted to be saved. My heart burst in 
affirmation as my head nodded, “yes:’ 

When I left the church that day, my Sun- 
day School teacher told me how happy she 
was. Her work had resulted in the world’s 
greatest single contribution:+the salvation 
of an immortal soul! 

Through the years God has graciously led 
and directed me. He has kept me from a life 
of sin and heartache. In an“age of untold 
turbulence He has led me in pastures green 
beside His still waters. Now as I look back, 
I realize why Sunday School is so important: 

The Sunday School places special empha- 
sis on salvation. The door is opened to 
discuss and explain God's great plan of sal- 
vation. A born-again experience is man’s 
greatest possession—a new life through 
Christ. And it is a necessity. Jesus Christ 
says, “... Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God” (John 3:3). 

The Sunday School is an educational in- 
stitution. Challenge and inspiration are-not 
enough; people need to be taught. These 
are days of learning. Our schools and col- 
leges are overflowing. Nearly everyone is 
feverishly bent on gaining knowledge. Even 
the highly educated are avidly learning more. 

The Sunday School teaches the Word of 
God. Amidst all there is to know, nothing 
is as important or as satisfying as a knowl- 
edge of the Bible. This is the cornerstone, 
the heart of the Sunday School curriculum. 
Life is filled with subtle influences, trap 
doors and dead-end streets. But the adult

This is an exceptionally fine 
book for at least three reasons, 

First, it presents the Lord Jesus 
Christ in a most winsome and 
winning way to the sinner. Such 
presentation begins with the an- 
nouncement by the angels and con- 
cludes with the Spirit’s invitation 
to that last great heavenly banquet. 

Second, the Gospel message is 
set in a framework of real biblical 
exposition, so that here is not mere 
topical preaching, but actual Scrip- 
ture study. 

Third, a most needed emphasis 
is powerfully made. It is that, al- 
though Bible teaching is the high- 
est gift, “the Bible knows nothing 
of Bible teaching that does not get 
people saved.” Pointing up the 
obvious fact that Paul was first 
and always the teacher, a neglected 
but nonetheless important fact is 
brought to light—Paul taught 
with such passion and power. that 
Trot only were saints instructed, 
but sinners were saved and sin was 
stifled ! 

Some readers may be somewhat 
disturbed’ by the deep sentiment 
(not sentimentality) of the author. 
For example, he tells of going to 
his mother’s grave and talking 
aloud. “‘to my mother as if she 
could hear me, and I think she 
could.’’ Brush strokes such as these, 
however, serve to add color and a 
certain wistfulness to the luminous 
portrait of Christ Jesus, who is 
indeed “God with us.”

ment Scriptures. It was no sudden 
act of God to remedy an unexpec- 
ted upset of His plans. That death 
had been foretold immediately up- 
on the entrance of sin into the 
world. The Serpent was to bruise 
the Deliverer’s heel. Every sacri- 
fice, from Abel down, represented 
the death of a Substitute as the 
hope of the sons of men. 


The fact of that death was em- 
phasized by the burial of Christ. 
He “was buried.” The Saviour 
might have risen from the dead 
without burial, but proof of His 
death was strengthened by that 
burial. He participated in the or- 
dinary lot of men in death. It was 
only after a considerable interval 
in the tomb that He was raised 
from the dead. Athanasius sug- 
gested some reasons for the inter- 
val of time: “Not on the same day, 
lest the real death should be de- 
nied; not on the second day, lest 
His incorruption should not be 
clearly manifested; not later than 
the third day, lest the identity of 
His body should be questioned; 
His disciples be kept too long in 
suspense; the witnesses of His 
death be dispersed and the events 
forgotten.” The resurection, also, 
was “according to the scriptures.” 
That resurrection was foretold in 
the Old Testament Scriptures, 
Psalms 2 and 16. It was that res- 
urrection which vindicated the 
claims of the Lord, and demonstra- 
ted that He was the Son of God. 
That resurrection was the seal of 
the Father’s approval and accept- 
ance. We repeat that the proof 
of sins put away by His sacrifice 
is His resurrection. 

No Resurrection, Nothing 

to Preach 

“And if Christ be not risen, then 
is Our preaching vain.”—I Cor. 15: 
14.. What we are preaching is 
just an idle story. There is no 
reality to it. How can our preach- 
ing be anything but utterly “vain,” 
if the central testimony is false? 
Preaching without the resurrec- 
tion is “vain,” liverally, “empty.” 
There is nothing in it. Dr. Leon 
Tucker illustrates this from his 
own experience: | 


“Mr. Moody sent me to preach 
in a tent on North Avenue and 
Milwaukee. He had several tent 
meetings under his direction at 
that time. One night he came into 
my tent. I was preaching on the 
text, ‘When they were come into 
a place called Golgotha . . . they 
crucified Him.’ I said, ‘Now 
friends, I laid Him on the eross 
tonight—ttomorrow night I will 


testified of God that He raised up 
Christ: Whom he raised not up, 
if so be that the dead rise not.’”’— 
I Cor. 15:15. 

If Christ be not risen from the 
dead, preaching is not only useless, 
it is falsehood. If Christ be not 
risen from the dead, the apostles 
were not merely talkers, they 
were positive liars. 


The question is, At whose in- 
stigation was this false testimony 
borne? Did God send forth the 
apostles specially accredited by 
Him to proclaim a lie? If this is 
sin for man under Moses’ law, of 
what character is our Lord? He 
is certainly not worthy of our 
confidence and trust. Here is the 
solemnity of all false doctrine. It 
misrepresents God. 


Or did the apostles deliberately 
go of their own volition, to pro- 
claim a lie? This would put them 
into the class of lying prophets 
of the old dispensation upon whom 
the judgment of God was fulfilled. 
False witness in connection with 
man is bad, but how much worse 
this misrepresentation against 
God upon the chiefest of all ques- 
tions—the salvation of men! The 
false witness was to be severely 
dealt with by Moses’ law, but con- 
sider the character of the apostles. 
Were they dishonest men? Were 
they tricksters, serving worldly 
interests for their own gain? Did 
they seek to please their audien- 
ces? Did they adapt their story to 
win the world’s favor? Did they 
preach the resurrection in order to 
obtain greatness and wealth? 


We know that this was not true. 
They gained by their testimony 
only contempt and hatred; scourg- 
ing and imprisonments—yes, even 
martyrdom for each one. We af- 
firm that they declared the resur- 
rection of Christ because they sin- 
cerely and wholeheartedly _ be- 
lieved it. They had seen the risen 
Christ. They were not weak-head- 
ed enthusiasts, preaching an imag- 
inary resurrection. They were not 
brain sick men. 


We affirm that the witnesses to 
the resurrection of Christ were 
honest men and intelligent : men. 
Was Peter a knave? Was Paul a 
rascal? Was John a deceiver? We 
have their writings, and to read 
them is an-instant refutation to 
the charge of dishonesty. We be- 
lieve that there is not a man in 
the world today with the master 
mind of Paul. His testimony to the 
resurrection is honest and unshak- 
able. 


If these apostles were false wit- 
nesses, whose testimony is reliable,

“And if Christ be not risen, your 
faith is vain.”—I Cor. 15:17. 

The word “vain” here is not the 
same word as translated “vain’’ in 
verse 14. “Vain” there means 
“empty”; “vain” here (17) means 
an “overthrow,” or a frustration. 
The non-resurrection of Christ 
would nullify, or frustrate their 
faith, for it would prove the fail- 
ure of His purpose to take them 
out of their sins. What a wreck of 
faith is involved in the denial of 
the resurrection of our Lord! If 
Christ be not risen, what object 
has your faith? 


Deliverance From Sin Because 
Christ Arose 

“Ye are yet in your sins,.”—I 
Cor. 15:17. 

If Christ did not come out of the 
grave, He cannot take men out of 
theirs sins. Thén we have no justi- 
fication. We are unforgiven, un- 
renewed. He has not borne away 


| our sins, if He is still in the tomb. 


If He is still in the tomb, He still 
lies under our sins—but how can 
that be? No, if He is still in the 
tomb, He is there, an impostor, 
under His own sins, and our sins 
are still on us. In penalty and 
power, sin still attaches itself to 
us, ° 
BUT—we are not in our sins! 
These Corinthians were not in 
their sins! “And such were some 
of you: but ye are washed, but ye 
are . .. justified” (I Cor. 6:11). 
WE ARE NOT IN OUR SINS! 
That is proof of the resurrection 
of Christ. Who but a risen, living 
Christ could save us from our 
sins? 

Mohammed founded a religion, 
and died, was buried and remained 


jin the tomb. Can Mohammed give 


deliverance from sin? No! Who 
but a risen, living Christ can be- 
stow the Holy Spirit? Buddha 
founded a religion and died, and 
was buried, and remained in the 
tomb. Can Buddha give deliver- 
ance from sin? No! Can Confu- 
cius? NO! They all leave us in 
sin and misery. But where they 
fail, Christ saves. 

“Christ’s resurrection is the seal 
of our justification and the spring 
of our sanctification,’”’ writes Find- 
lay. How true that is! Through 
the resurrection of our Lord, we 
have not only deliverance from the 
penalty of sin, but deliverance 
from the power of sin also. He 
was “raised again for our justifi- 
cation,” that is, that we might 
have a perfect legal standing, but 
more than that, that we might 
have a vital experience of victory 
over sin through the power of His 
resurrection. Christianity is more 
than a creed, it is a-life. How 
would you ever explain a Moody, 
a Spurgeon, a Wesley, a Mc- 
Cheyne, or any saint, apart from 
the risen Christ? 

Have you ever seen an unsaved 
person die—one conscious of the 
fact that he was yet in his sins? 
Several years ago we had a terri- 
ble experience in the death of a 
man whose last moments were 
spent in agony. and horror, and 
who died shrieking, “The Devil’s 
after me! The Devil's after me! 
The Devil’s got me!” Have you 
ever seen an unsaved person die? 

Have you ever seen a saved per- 
son die—one conscious of the fact 
that he is not in his sins? Just a 
few weeks since the children gath- 
ered round the bedside of a saintly 
mother, and heard her say, “Oh, 
I see Jesus; He’s altogether love- 
ly. The blood of Jesus Christ has 
made the way all plain. 


“*T have heard the voice of Jesus, 
Tell me naught of else beside; 

I have seen the face of Jesus, 
And my soul is satisfied” 


Have you ever seen a saved per- 
son die? That experience proves 
the resurrection of Christ. For- 
giveness of sins is true because 
Christ has come up from the dead. 


O Joyful day! O glorious hour!

If Christ Rose Not, Neither 
Will Anyone Else! 
“Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished.”— 
I Cor. 15:18. 


If Christ be not risen, then not 
only are living “believers” un- 
saved, but the dead “in Christ” 
are perished. Indeed, if Christ be 
not risen, He is: like the sailor 
who plunges into the sea to rescue 
the man overboard; if the sailor 
come not back, both are lost. If 
Christ be not risen, we must go to 
the grave where sleeps the body 
of our loved ones, and chisel on 
the stone: PERISHED. 


Does that mean that our dear 
ones, whom we have laid aside in 
the hope of a glorious resurrec- 
tion, that mother of yours, that 
baby of mine, that precious and 
loved one to whom we said fare- 
well, is perished like the beast of 
the field? We fear that it means 
something even worse than that. 
“Perished” does not mean “an- 
nihilated.”. It never does in Scrip- 
ture. It means that they have gone 
into the dissolution of death, the 
body to the grave, and the spirit 
into the _ spirit. state, but—the 
spirit state of sinners under the 
wrath of God. “Perished’”’ does not 
mean “annihilated.” It does mean 
to be before God without a Media- 
tor! We speak of two classes of 
the dead: Those who die in Adam, 
under the penalty of sin, and those 
who die in Christ, forgiven. But if 
Christ be not risen, all this is 
wrong, for all have died without 
help, without pardon. If in life 
they are yet in their sins when 
they die, they die with all their 
sins upon them. If Christ be not 
risen from the dead, God and the 
future still remains, and our loved 
ones—and we, too—go out to meet 
them—God and the  future— 
Christless. Then, Heaven is noth- 
ing but mocking rhetoric. 

What a black picture that is! 
How thankful we ought to be for 
the clear, satisfactory, conclusive 
evidence of Christ’s resurrection 
which we possess. What a relief to 
turn to the confident utterance of 
Paul, “Now IS Christ risen.” 


Paul’s language here is the lan- 
guage of heart affection. It is im- 
possible that our dear ones are 
perished. These things are not so. 
Christ IS risen. So we do not sor- 
row without hope. 


A dear servant of God, a preach- 
er of the gospel, had one son, and 
that beloved son died at about the 
age of thirty. The father mourned, 
of course, because of the broken 
cords of love. “I thought that 
when the years rested heavily up- 
on me, I would have his strong 
arm to lean upon, and now I am 
left alone,” he wept. That man of 
faith preached his own son’s fu- 
neral sermon, and laid his own boy 
to rest. Those who were with him 
at the grave said that when he 
turned away from the burial the 
tears were raining down his 
eheeks, but with uplifted hoary 
head he gave a veritable shout of 
triumph: “I am the resurrection 
and the life!” 


If No Resurrection, Then 
Christians are Worse 
Off Than: Sinners 


“If in this life only we have 
hope in Christ, we are of all men 
most miserable.”—I Cor. 15:19. 


Rotherham’s translation here is: 
“If in this life ih Christ we have 
hoped, and that is all, we are of 
all men most to be pitied.”’ 


That is, if our faith is but a 
hope, a mere bubble, with no real- 
ity to it, with no substance to it, 
then we are to be pitied. 


“Tf in this life only”—nothing 
beyond the fleeing present—noth- 
ing in all the endless future—we 
are to be pitied, indeed. We have 
believed a lie, our hope in Christ 
is fallacious—it must~ expire in 
death. “If in this life only’—you 
have your faith, you have lost your 
dear ones, and nothing precious is 
left. “Most miserable,” indeed! “Tf 
in this life only’—then the hope 
that we shaH see Christ, the hope 
that we shall be with Christ, the 
hope that we shall be like Christ, 
is only a dreary blank. If Christ 
be left tothe dishonor of the 
grave, what relief can He afford 


you? You are the victim of a vain 


hope, and a supreme folly. 

If our hope in Christ does not 
reach : beyond this life, we are 
pitiable, for we have toiled and 
suffered in hope of future joy and 
blessings which are a mere de- 
lusion. Many a Christian has sur- 
rendered some of the pleasures of 
the world, and has denied him- 
self certain enjoyments of life, be- 
cause they conflict with the soul’s 
deepest interest in Christ. The 
pleasures of the world are not all 
dead loss. We are not speaking of 
immorality and debauchery, of the 
course and base things. There are 
some things of time and hopes of 
nature that have, at least, some 
good in them. But the child of 
God has practiced denial of self 
in relation to these, and has put 
them far from him in his pursuits. 
Heaven has been enough for him. 
“Miserable man”; if Christ be not 
risen, he has given up earth for 
Heaven, and there is no Heaven. 

We illustrate this by the state- 
ment of a brother in Christ in 
St. Louis, who was very fond of 
music. He said to a Christian 
worker, “The symphony orchestra 
is playing tonight. How I would 
enjoy hearing it!” His friend said, 
“Well, why don’t you go? I’m sure 
that there would be nothing wrong 
in that.” “Well,” replied the man, 
“IT have borne testimony down at 
the church that Christ is all-suf- 
ficient; that He wholly satisfies, 
and I am afraid that if someone 
would see me there, he might 
think that my _ satisfaction in 
Christ is not complete, and that I 
must go to hear the orchestra to 
Supply some lack in Him; there- 
fore, I am going to wait for my 
music until I get fo Heaven.” AND 
THEN—there is no music there! 
Miserable man, pitiable man, he 
gave up musie here for music 
there, and he loses both! 

Govett says: “The wretchedness 
of disappointment is felt in pro- 
portion to the greatness of the 
hopes held out.” Jesus sets His 
people against the world’s cur- 
rent, both in principles and con- 
duct, and foretélls to them trouble 
as the issue, resting the reason- 
ableness of their obedience to Him 
on His requital beyond the tomb. 
But if there be no beyond, His 
whole system is folly, and the ob- 
servers of it are cheated dupes. 
Secularists get-at least the pleas- 
ures and profits of time, and may 
enjoy a good repute. But if there 
be a resurrection and life beyond 
the grave, how unhappy are they 
who live for time alone, and de- 
spise God’s witness of sin and 
judgment! 

Our hope does lie beyond the 
grave, and that hope is sure. 

The late Charles Reade, the 
well-known writer, wrote*his own 
epitaph, and it is remarkable for 
his faith in the power of God, The 
epitaph is as follows:

years and they are still there. 
After a thousand years, still in the 
fire of Hell, and Satan is cast into 
the same place. First, the beast 
and false prophet, and then Satan 
will be cast into the lake of fire. 
The second death is existence 
without life. 


Again, the second death brings 
separation of the entire man from 
God—body and soul separated for- 
ever from God. The second death 
means that all peace, joy, love, 
happiness, and hope are gone! God 
out of the life and forever in the 
destitution and the loneliness and 
the misery of Hell—of the awful 
fiery torment of Hell. Separation 
from Christ and God and loved 
ones in Hell! 

This is what it is! This is the 
second death. But, there is more. 
The second death is a future cer- 
tainty for all Christ-rejecters; for 
all who refuse the Son of God. 


I have been reading so care- 
fully—I have read thousands of 
times the portion that I have read 
to you tonight. But I read a por- 
tion again and the meaning flashed 
upon me with sudden reality. Look 
at chapter 21:1-8. You have heard 
me read this again and again at 
funeral services. 


“And I saw a new heaven and 
a new earth: for the first heaven 
and the first earth were passed 
away; and there was no more sea. 
And I John saw the holy city, 
new Jerusalem, coming down 
from God out of heaven, prepared 
as a bride adorned for her hus- 
band. And I heard a great voice 
out of heaven saying, Behold, the 
tabernacle of is with men, 
and he will dwell with them, -and 
they shall be his people, and God 
himself shall be with them, and be 
their God. And God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes; 
and there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, neith- 
er shall there be any more pain: 
for the former things are passed 
away. And he that sat upon the 
throne said, Behold, I make all 
things new. And he said unto me, 
Write: for these words»are true 
and faithful. And he said unto 
me, It is done. I am Alpha and 
Omega, the beginning and the end. 
I will give unto him that is athirst 
of the fountain of water freely. 
He that overcometh shall inherit 
all things; and I will be his God, 
and he shall be my son.” 

Could you find anything more 
beautiful? But look at verse 8: 


“But the fearful, and unbeliev- 
ing, and the abominable, and 
murderers, and whoremongers, 
and sorcerers, and idolaters, and 
all liars, shall have their part in 
the lake which burneth with fire 
and brimstone: which is_ the 
second death.” 


Seven verses giving the beauty 
of the place called Heaven; the 
Holy City where God will reign; 
where tears will be wiped away 
from our eyes. And then this 
verse draws us back to this fact— 


“The fearful, and unbelieving, 
the abominable—and the unbe- 
lieving—the murderers—and the 
unbelieving — the -sorcerers — and 
the unbelieving—the whoremong- 
ers—and’ the —~ unbelieving—the 
liars—and the unbelieving.” Do 
you see it? 

You may say, “I am not a 
whoremonger, I am not a liar, I 
am not an idolater,”’ but notice— 
“the unbelieving.” I want you to 
get this picture—‘“the unbelieving, 
the unbelieving.” If one dies with- 
out faith in Jesus Christ, he is 
as lost as the most wicked sinner 
this world has ever known. He’s 
lost! Why? Because he refused 
to take Christ as his Saviour. 

The second death is a certainty. 
It fs a certainty for the man who 
hears a sermon and rejects Jesus. 
It is a certainty for the man who 
is almost persuaded, but closes 
his ears to the call of Christ. It 
is a certainty for the good moral 
man, the good neighbor, the good 
friend, who rejects the Son of 
God. It is a certainty for everyone 
who turns his back on Jesus 
Christ and rejects Him and re- 
fuses Him. He is lost! The second 


death!..The awfulness of Hell .for 


ever and ever! 

Oh, the great white throne! Lost 
man, you will be there! Remember 
what I am saying—I said you'd 
be there unless you repent of your 
sin and believe in Jesus Christ.

‘to this place, the second death, 
and Hell, and suffering for ever 
and for ever. You are-coming to 
this place unless you turn to 
Jesus. He is the Light of the 
world. He is the Saviour of Jost 
mankind. He is our hope in the 
midst of all darkness. He is the 
One who casts out the lifeline 
for sinking sinners. He is the One 
who sends down the ray of hope 
into our lives when all hope is 
gone. Jesus, the Son of God—is 
He your Saviour? If He isn’t, then 
you are coming to the place of 
the white throne judgment, this 
awful time when the lost will 
be sentenced into Hell forever and 
forever. 


There is a story, such a touch- 
ing story, and it illustrates what 
I am saying. It tells of a man 
who was lost in an old mining 
section out in the West.

If he 
had stepped just a few inches, 
he would have dashed down to his 
death, hundreds of feet into the 
earth. He was crying when the 
man came with the light and sav- 
ed him.

saved. In the course of the after- 
noon he interviewed twenty-nine 
people, all of whom were young 
people or adults, and all members 
of the white race. Of the twenty- 
nine, most of whom were church 
members, only seven knew the 
meaning of salvation. Only seven 
of these people had any idea of 
the real meaning of the cross of 
Christ, the place of His death in 
redemption, and the importance of 
His resurrection from the dead. 
Yet, my friend told me, from the 
public square of that little mid- 
American town one could see the 
spires of five churches pointing 
to the sky. 

As a young man I had a friend, 

a lovely young school teacher. 
She was a woman of uncommon 
intelligence, high morals’ and 
quiet manners, and ofcourse she 
was a college graduate. She had 
also taken graduate work at one 
of the country’s largest universi- 
ties. 
* We talked about the Lord, and 
she told me that she had always 
been religious. As a teen-ager she 
had gone five straight years with- 
out missing a Sunday in church 
and had received a prize for this 
record. Later, she taught in her 
home Sunday School. 

Certainly no young wofnan 
could have had a more gentle 
background in religion than this 
girl. Yet when I began to talk to 
her about the rundamental truths 
of the Bible, she had almost no 
knowledge of their importance, 
nor had she any concept of the 
new birth and its part in saving 
the soul. For years she had sat 
under the preaching of one pastor. 
What he had preached to her I 
do not know. But I do know that 
he must have been tragically care- 
less in his neglect of the sublime 
truths people need so much to 
hear. This young woman was as 
ignorant of basic Bible doctrines 
as if she had come from some less 
enlightened land. 

There are many like her! 

An officer of our church, a lay- 
man and garage mechanic, moved 
with his family to another state 
and bought a farm, They went im- 
mediately to the village church 
and placed their membership 
there. I wrote their new pastor 
that these folk were valuable 
Christians and that he might do 
well in giving them some responsi- 
bility from the very start. 

The pastor took me at my word. 
A little later he was going to be 
away from his pulpit on a Sun- 
day evening; and he asked the 
garage mechanic to conduct the 
service. Not one to evade a chance 
to serve the Lord, my friend con- 
sented to “preach” that evening. 

When the time came he stood 
before the people and trembled 
as he faced them. In simple words 
he explained tc them the plan of 
salvation, the meaning of the 
blood, the cross, and our Lord’s 
rising from the tomb. Then he told 
them how to be saved, how to 
open their hearts to the Saviour. 
Still trembling in his shoes, he 
gave the invitation. Four people 
came down the aisle in public con- 
fession of their faith in Christ 
Jesus. These four were the first 
people to be saved in that church 
in more than a year. 

What was the secret here? 
There was no secret at all. With 
a heart that was tender and hum- 
ble toward God, a garage me- 
chanic had told people how to be 
saved. 

An elderly woman and her hus- 
band came to me at the close of 
a’ revival service. They told me a 
story that touched my heart. They 
were both of Dutch descent and 
for most of their lives had been 
members of a ritualistic church. 
She had been devoutly religious 
all her life, and in her girlhood 
had memorized several of the 
Psalms in the Dutch language. 
Both of them were loyal to their 
church and through the years had 
attended faithfully most of its 
services. They were as true to the 
Lord as they knew how to be. 

The years went by and they 
were growing old. They-were re- 
ligious but they had no peace in 
their hearts. They knew something 
was lacking, but they did not 
know what it was. 

Then, one day the pastor an- 
nounced that he would be absent 


_the next Sunday and in his place 


a student minister would preach. 
With some misgivings at the pros- 
pect of listening to a student 
minister, the people went faith- 
fully to church as they had done 
through the years, 


The young man got up to speak. 
His voice was nervous and his 
manner uncertain for a while. But 
he had something to say and ina 
little while he came to the meat 
of his message. 


In tender words the student told 
the people about Jesus. He -told 
them that all men are sinners and 
need saving. He told them that 
Jesus came to this world for the 
one purpose of dying to save us 
from our sins. He told them how 
Jesus had died and been buried. 
Then he told them of the meanmg 
of the resurrection. And in closing, 
he told the people what they ought 
to do about it, how to believe in 
Christ. 


As the woman 
story her eyes streamed with 
tears of happiness. Her husband 
was smiling too as he beamed at 
me through moist eyes. Then the 
woman went on. “As we sat there, 
Sir, my heart reached out to that 
young minister and I said to my- 
self that his simple message was 
what I had been waiting to hear 
all of my life. But nobody had 
told me. Then and there I opened 
my heart to Jesus Christ and was 
instantly saved. And when I 
glanced at my husband, I saw 
that he had been drinking in every 
word, and in a momertt he was 
saved, too.” 

How many times such stories 
can be told across America only 
God knows. But literally thou-

och, “that the Word of God 
should first have been spok- 
en to you.’’

So powerfully was this con- 
viction borne in upon the 
conscience of Paul, and so 
important did he consider 
Jewish conversion, that he 
cried out, “I could wish that 
myself were accursed from 
Christ for my brethren . 
who are Israelites.” 


Will 
you not ask Him to let you 
see Israel as He sees her? 
And when you do, a new 
joy and a new blessing will 
come to you. Try it. We feel 
that some day you will 
thank us that you did.

of a kindly attitude or of a moral 
kind of life. It is a miracle re- 
ligion. 

The Lord Jesus Christ was born 
of a virgin. That is a miracle. The 
Lord Jesus worked miiracles day 
after day after day—the turning 
of the water to wine, the feed- 
ing of five thousand men besides 
women and children with five lit- 
tle barley biscuits and two small 
fishes; the stopping of a storm 
at sea with only a word, the rais- 
ing of the dead son of a’ widow 
of Nain, the opening of the eyes 
of the blind, curing instantly the 
uncurablé leper. I say, Jesus’ life, 
His ministry, was a ministry of 
miracles. 

Then Jesus died for our sins 
and rose bodily from the grave. 
That is the Gospel. And He is 
coming again sometime. It is a 
miracle religion. 

Then more than that: if you are 
ever saved it has to be by a mira- 
cle. I am not talking about some

way men can set out to do better. 
I am not talking about some way 
people now say, “I will keep the 
rules. I believe I can grow pro- 
gressively better. I will try to 
turn away from some things that 
are wrong.” I want you to turn 
away from things that are wrong, 
but unless Somebody makes that 
black heart white you are going 
on in your sins. Unless Somebody 
can make the drunkard sober, can 
make the harlot pure, can make 
the infidel into a believer, can 
make the child of wrath into a 
child of God—unless Somebody by 
a miracle changes the heart, you 
are not going to be a Christian. 
The Christian religion is a miracle 
religion; so you need not scoff at 
the idea that Jesus rose from the 
dead. He did, and His deity is 
proven by that one thing. 

Tonight I want particularly to 
talk about a coming judgment 
and the witnesses against you at 
the judgment of Christ. 


A Judgment Coming for 
Sinners 

First of all, there is coming a 
judgment time for sinners. How 
often the Bible talks about pay 
day for sinners. In the Garden 
of Eden the Lord said to Adam 
and Eve, “For in the day that 
thou eatest thereof thou shalt 
surely die’ (Gen. 2:17). 

In Numbers 32:23 the Lord said, 
“But if ye will not do so, behold, 
ye have sinned against the Lord: 
and be sure your sin will find you 
out.” 

In Ezekiel 18:4 we read, “The 
soul that sinneth, it shall die.” 

In Romans 6:23 we read, “The 
wages of sin is death.” 

In Galatians 6:7, 8 the Scripture 
says, “Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.” 

Well, if your sin will find you 
out, if you wilkreap what you sow, 
that means a judgment time and 
that is what God has promised in 
the Bible. There is coming ‘a time 
when the skeletons of past sins 
will rattle their bones and come

out of the hidden closets. There 
is,coming a time when the thing 
you have forgotten and had al- 
most excused in yourself, when 
you thought it ‘not so bad and 
rationalized the thing away, but 
the glaring sin will come to an 
awakened conscience, and in the 
face of God and neighbors and 
family and yourself, your sin will 
face you one day. There is com- 
ing a judgment. 

The Scripture says that all judg- 
ment is given unto the Son. And 
in Romans 14:12 the Scripture 
says, “So then every one of us 
shall give account of himself to 
God.” 


Again we read in Hebrews 9:27, 
“And as it is appointed untg men 
onee to die, but after this the 
judgment.” 


And in Revelation 20:11-15 is 
this stirring prophecy: “And I saw 
a great white throne, and him 
that sat on it, from whose face 
the earth and the heaven fled 
away; and there was found no 
place for them. And I saw the 
dead, small and great, stand be- 
fore God; and the books were 
opened: and another book was 
opened, which is the book of life: 
and the dead were judged out of 
those things which were written 
in the books, according to their 
works. And the sea gave up the 
dead which were in it; and death 
and hell delivered up the dead 
which were in them.” 

There is a judgment of the un 
converted wicked. There is a judg- 
ment time coming when God will 
open the records and when your 
sins will come out. Oh, the secrets 
will come out then! 

I remember I was greatly 
shocked in my boyhood about a 
man, a deacon, who often gave 
testimonies. Once two United 
States officers went into his store, 
arrested him and he said, “What 
have I done?” They replied, “We 
have the evidence that you have 
systematically looted the express 
office. You had a key made and 
at night you stole the interstate 
express shipments of vegetables 
and fruit and brought them to 
your store.” That man spent five 
years in the Federal penitentiary. 
His family was shocked and his 
friends were heartbroken. His sin 
was made public. 

Your sin is coming out one day. 
Oh, the rattling bones that will 
come to haunt you! Oh, the things 
you wish you could forget! I say, 
your sin is coming out when God 
opens the record book. 


The Lord Jesus Himself Will 
Be the Judge 


Now notice: the Judge will be 
the Lord Jesus Christ, for Jesus 
said in the Gospel of John, “For 
the Father loveth the Son... 
But hath committed all judgment 
unto the Son” (5:20, 22). The 
Lord Jesus Christ who made this 
world and;who came to redeem 
sinners is theproper One to pass 
judgment. He is the One Who one 
day will sit on the throne. 

The Scripture makes clear in 
Philippians 2, verses 9-11, ““‘Where- 
fore God also hath highly exalted 
him, and given him a name which 
is above every name: That at the 
name of Jesus every knee should 
bow, of things in heaven, and 
things in earth, and things under 
the earth; And that every tongue 
should confess that Jesus Christ 
is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father.” 

There is coming a time when 
everybody in Heaven, everybody 
on earth, everybody in Hell will 
bow their knees to Jesus. 

A matter of property came up 
some years ago and Mr. MacMul- 
len and I were in the court room 
with a lawyer. The case was 
called. When the judge came in 
the bailiff called out and said, 
“Everybody stand!” Every one 
had to stand until the judge came 
to his place and was seated. When 
the Lord Jesus comes I do not 
wonder that the earth and the 
heavens will flee away at that 
time! The sea will give up the 
dead and death and Hell will give 
up the dead that are in them and 
they will stand with blank faces 
and with trembling lips and with 
knocking knees and with muted 
voices. I don’t wonder that the 
Lord says at that time that men 
will cry for the rocks and the 
mountains to fall upon them to 
hide them from the face of Him, 
that Judge who is to sit on the 
throne. 

He would have been your Sav- 
iour once, if you would have had 
Him. He loved: you, He died for 


you, He pleaded with you. We will 
sing tonight at the close of this 
broadcast that tender little 
chorus: 


“Open your heart's door to Jesus, 

He's standing near, waiting to hear 

Your heart's confession and He'll take pos- 
session, 

So open your heart's door and let Him 
come in.” 


But if you do not let Him come 
in as Saviour, one day He will be 
the august Judge. Oh, how men 
will tremble when they come to 
stand before Jesus! 

Then every knee shall bow. 
What is the proof of such a judg- 
ment? In Acts 17 Paul the apostle 
preached at Athens, “And the 
times of this ignorance God 
winked at; but now commandeth 
all men every where to repent: 
Because he hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by that 
man whom he hath ordained; 
whereof he hath given assurance 
unto all men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead’ (vss. 
30, 31). God raised Jesus up not 
only because He is our Saviour, 
but He has a job to do. He is 
going to sit on the judgment 
throne and face unrepentant sin- 
ners. Jesus will be there as Judge! 


Witnesses at the Judgment 


Now another thing. What about 
the witnesses? The Scripture that 
I read tonight says, “The men 
of Nineveh shall rise in judgment 
with this generation, and shall 
condemn it: because they repented 
at the preaching of Jonas; and, 
behold, a greater than Jonas is 
here. The queen of the south shall 
rise up in the judgment with this 
generation, and shall condemn it: 
for she came from the uttermost 
parts of the earth to hear the wis- 
dom of Solomon; and, behold, a 
greater than Solomon is here” 
(Matt. 12:41, 42). 


Who will be witnesses? Chris- 
tians! The men of Nineveh were 
converted. They were born again. 
They repented of their sins when 
Jonah preached and so they are 
going to be in Heaven. Then when 
God goes to judge the unsaved 
and they are snatched up, the 
spirits out of Hell and the bodies 
out of the grave, then the men 
of Nineveh will say, ‘I repented 
the first chance I ever had, after 
the first sermon I ever heard. I 
didn’t grow up in a country with 
the Gospel, with a church on near- 
ly every corner, with a radio 
broadcast preaching Jesus Christ 


on the air waves every day and 
nearly eyery heur of the day, 
somewhere. Yes, they will say, 


‘I repented the first time I ever 
heard it,’ and they will give wit- 
ness against you who live in a 
land of churches, live in a land of 
the Gospel. Yes, live in a land 
where you sneer at the Gospel 
and make fun of the deity of 
Christ. The only time you ever 
take His name, many of you who 
hear me, is in blasphemy and 
cursing. I say, you are going to 
face Jesus Christ one day. 

Many heathen people, the first 
time they heard the Gospel, were 
so glad. The queen of Sheba had 
her servants get ready, and a 
caravan perhaps of camels, 
brought spices and ivory and apes 
and peacocks and talents of gold. 
She said, “I have heard about 
that man Solomon, how the wis- 
dom of God is with him and the 
Spirit of God is on him. I want 
to hear.” She came from the ut- 
termost parts of the earth; yet 
you won't go .five blocks to 
church! Some of you would hard- 
ly tune in today to hear me preach 
the Gospel. Well, the queen of 
Sheba will rise one day and say, 
“T went a long way; I wanted to 
know about God.” 

In the New ‘Testament that 
Ethiopian eunuch, the treasure: 
of Candace, the queen of Ethiopia, 
came up to Jerusalem to worship 
and read in the book of Isaiah. 
Oh, for men who go to seek out 
places where the Gospel is 
preached, men who will buy copies 
of the Bible and read it and 
search it out. These will bear wit- 
ness against you one day. 

Jesus said to that high priest 
who faced Him, “Hereafter shal! 
ye see the Son of Man sitting on 
the right hand of power, and com- 
ing in the clouds of heaven” 
(Matt. 26:64). I don’t wonder that 
the Bible says, “Behold, he com- 
eth with clouds; and every eye 
shall see him, and they also which 
pierced him” (Rev. 1:7). Won't it 


be good when it is not Jesus be- 


fore Pilate, not Jesus before the 
high priest, but the high priest 
and his accusers and Pilate and 
Herod standing before Jesus. 


The witnesses will be there to 
witness that you heard the Gos- 
pel, that you had your chance. 


There was John the Baptist who 
preached the Gospel so plainly to 
Herod, Herod put John in jafi. 
Herod had taken his brother's wife 
and lived in sin with her. Wicked 
Herodias hated John. One time 
when she had her daughter dance 
before Herod, he was pleased and 
said, “What do you want? I will 
give you anything you want to 
half of my kingdom.” And he 
swore it with an oath at that 
birthday party. Then she asked 
Mama and Mama said, “Tell him 
you want the head of that preach- 
er. Tell him to kill John the Bap- 
tist and bring the head in a plat- 
ter.” Though Herod was grieved, 
he did it. 


Later when Jesus came working 
such miracles Herod trembled and 
said, “It is John! I know it is 
the same one! He is risen from 
the dead.’ Oh, Herod, your accus- 
ing conscience isn’t déne! One of 
these days they will drag you out 
of Hell and you will put on that 
decayed body. You will come back 
to a judgment time. There will be 
John the Baptist who will say, 
“Lord, I preached to this man as 
plainly as I could. I wanted him 
to be saved but he pleased that 
wicked woman and cut off my 
head. He wouldn't listen to me.” 
And dancing Salome and wicked, 
adulterous Herodias will stand 
one day and face John the Bap- 
tist’s testimony. 


We read in the book of Acts 
about Paul before Felix. Paul rea- 
soned to him of righteousness and 
sin and of judgment to come. Yes, 
Paul was a judgment preacher, 
such as I am. Felix trembled, but 
he didn’t tremble enough. He said, 
“A more convenient time and I 
will call you again, Paul.” But 
it never got more convenient. He 
let the time go. Felix is going to 
stand and Paul will say, “I 
preached to him as well as I 
could. I warned him. I pleaded 
with him. I preached Christ to 
him, but he wouldn't come.” 


And so with Agrippa who said, 


“Paul, you~ are beside yourself. 
You are crazy.” “No,” Paul said, 
“You had 0obetter listen.” But 
Agrippa didn’t. 

And so it is with others. How 
many here have heard some 
preacher who loved you and 


preached to you plainly? God give 
us more preachers who preach 
plainly and’ do not fear men, 
preachers who weep, it may be, 
with a sincerity and burden, I 
say, we preachers will one day 
stand as witnesses against all you 
who turn down the Gospel and 
will not have Jesus and will not 
be saved. Will you turn? 

Well, you don’t have to come to 
this judgment. Jesus paid the debt 
for you. Christ died for our sins. 
Will you trust Him today? If you 
will, you may have Him as your 
Saviour. 
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
